The  committee  discussed  the  need  to  have  the  Plan  in  languages  other  than  English. 
The  committee  requested  that  this  issue  be  referred  to  the  Co-Chairs  then  Steering  for 
discussion,  since  it  includes  cost  assessment. 

The  group  agreed  that  all  committee  members  are  responsible  for  input.  Suggestions 
included  soliciting  input  through  notices  in  the  Bay  Area  Reporter,  conducting 
presentations  at  the  CARE  Council,  STD  Advisory,  Treatment  on  Demand  Council  to 
get  feedback.  Soliciting  input  from  program  coordinators,  line  staff,  anyone  who  does 
HIV  prevention  work,  other  service  providers,  community  leaders. 

Methods  for  doing  this  can  include  training  and  orientations  with  the  message;  "here  is 
why  you  do  what  you  do."
